W right as president of Clark college at 
Worcester Oct. 9, 1902, In which he 
showed how great was his colleague's 
misfortune In being city bred. 
During his many years of public life 
Senator Hoar found time to be out of 
doors a great deal In the summer. Ills 
home in Worcester Is separated from 
the neighboring houses by broad lawns 
and many trees, so that the outlook 
from tin* house is suggestive of the 
country. During recent years th** sen­ 
ator took great pleasure during the 
summer iii long drives through the 
beautiful 
billy 
country 
surrounding 
Worcester and often enjoyed Hi*' scen ­ 
ery from a seat in a trolley car. I ^ e x ­ 
pressed his feeling about the country 
when he said: 
“There was never better gymnasium 
for body and intellect and soul; there 
was never litter preparation for col­ 
lege or university or for tin* greater 
university of the world than th** life, 
from th*- early settlement of the coun­ 
try down to a day most of us can re­ 
member, on a 
New England farm. 
What an education in the obi days, 
when the thick wood came tip close to 
the village; when the boy's school­ 
mates wore the hawk and the owl and 
the raccoon and the muskrat; when he 
was school*■ I in the lur** of wood and 
pond and river; when lie went bare­ 
foot from Hi** frost in the spring to th** 
frost in til** autumn, and thawed out 
the pump and shoveled out tin* path 
through the snow iii the winter morn­ 
ing, and had

W right as president of Clark college at 
Worcester Oct. D, 1902, In which he 
show til how great was his colleague’s 
misfortune in being city bred. 
During his many years of public life 
Senator Hoar found time to be out of 
doors a great deal In tin* summer. His 
home In Worcester is separated from 
tin* neighboring houses by broad lawns 
and many trees, so that the outlook 
from the house is suggestive of the 
country. During recent years the sen­ 
ator took great pleasure during the 
summer in long drives through the 
beautiful 
billy 
country 
surrounding 
Worcester and often enjoyed the scen­ 
ery from a seat In a trolley ear. He ex­ 
pressed his feeling about tin* country 
when he said: 
“There was never better gymnasium 
for hotly and intellect and soul; there 
was never litter preparation for col­ 
lege or university or for the greater 
university of the world than tin* life, 
from the early settlement of the coun­ 
try down to a day most of us can re­ 
member, on a 
New England farm. 
What nu education in the old days, 
when the thick wood came up close to 
the village; when the boy’s school­ 
mates were the hawk and the owl and 
the raccoon and the muskrat; when he 
was schoole 1 in the lore of wood and 
pond and river; when he went bare­ 
foot from the frost in the spring to the 
frost in the autumn, and thawed out 
the pump and shoveled out the path 
through the snow in the winter morn­ 
ing, and had 
“Every moral feeling of the soul 
Strength« n* <1 a n d braced by b reath in g in 
co n ten t 
The keen an d w h o leso m e air o f p o v erty 
And drinking from the well of h o m ely life. 
“ In those days when a boy wanted 
to have a thing done for him he had 
to do it himself. 
He had to keep his 
eyes and his ears open to nature’s con­ 
stant challenge from wood ami field 
and river and pond. 
The pickerel in 
the pond and tin* muskrat In the river 
and the hawk iu the sky and the wood­ 
chuck in his hole and the gray squir­ 
rel on the tree top were calling to him, 
'Get m e If you can!’ 
lie went out to 
ids day’s work with an exhilaration 
that nobody but Chaucer, the poet of 
the morning and of Joy, could ade­ 
quately describe unless, perhaps, we 
except Gray, who has told us the story 
of English country life and of ours in 
a poem, every line of which is a gem 
more precious than the Kohinoor:
